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One of the outstanding develop- 
ments of the 1933 Christmas Seal 
campaign has been the enormous 
amount of publicity secured in the 
press, in magazines, and on the air. 
All previous records were far sur- 
passed. 

The highlight of the National’s 
publicity efforts was, of course, the 
presentation of the Christmas Seal 
collection to President Roosevelt at 
the White House on December 8, by 
a committee consisting of Dr. Kendall 
Emerson, Dr. William Charles White, 
president of the District of Colum- 
bia association, Mr. Dorsey F. Whel- 
ess, who assembled the collection of 
seals, and Mrs. Ernest R. Grant,

executive secretary of the District of 
Columbia association. The President 
evinced considerable pleasure in the 
gift, remarking, “I’ll take it to bed 
with me tonight,” and spent some 
time discussing the seals and their 
technical details. 

Strict White House rules permit- 
ted only six still cameramen, and no 
news reel photographers, and this 
accounts for the fact that the pre- 
sentation will not be seen on movie 
screens. Dozens of stamp enthusiasts 
who wrote to the National office for 
information about seals and dealers 
gave prompt evidence of the publicity 
value of still photos.
